Open  contracts  in  irheat  fntures  on  sll  contracts  riiarkets  declined  11,252,000 
bushels  in  March,    On  the  long  side,  the  largest  decrease  ims  in  small  traders* 
T3ositions  and  in  reporting  traders*  speculative  end  spreading  conmiitments ,    On  the 
short  side,  the  decrease  was  mainlj  in  hedging  and  spreading  positions  of  large 
traders,  offset  in  part  bj  a  rise  in  reporting  traders'  speculative  corariiitments. 

As  of  March  31,  1957^  the  distribution  of  the  97,397,000  bushels  of  wheat  open 
contracts  was  as  follows:  73,998,000  bushels  on  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade, 
13,787,000  bushels  on  the  Kansas  City  Board  of  Trade,  8,888,000  bushels  on  the 
Mirjneapolis  GraiLi  Exchange,  and  72lj.,000  bushels  on  all  other  contract  markets.  The 
follo^A'ing  table  is  a  breakdown  of  the  open  contracts  on  all  contract  markets  com- 
bined, showing  the  coriTrriitments  of  large  (reportiPig  )  traders  classified  hj  then  in 
reports  to  the  Coririiodity  Exchange  Authority,  as  speculative  (including  spreading) 
or  hedging,  and  the  derived  commitments  of  small  (ncnreporting)  traders,  as  of 
February  28,  1957  sii<i  March  31*  1957,  and  the  net  change.
